As St. Matthew writes it down, 
we read; ‘Therefore, all things what­ 
soever ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye even so to them.’

OCTROIS IN FRANCE 


ALL VEHICLES ENTERING PARIS' 
MUST BE CHECKED AT 
THE GATES 


(B y U n ited P r e ss) 
Paris, Nov. 21. “ Again the gates 
of Paris are threatened and this time 
they are liable to fall. 
Not by a for­ 
eign foe. an they have been th reaten ­ 
ed in history, hut by progress and 
common sense, are those celebrated 
portals being attacked. 
A campaign 
hati been started to remove the “oc­ 
troi,” and if It is successful a pic­ 
turesque and annoying heritage of 
the middle ages will disappear. 
In the old days, when Paris was 
protected by a stone wall rather than 
an air fleet, tile octrois were the gates 
and nobody could pass in 
or 
out 
without being examined. 
But six­ 
teen inch guns and automobiles have 
rendered stone walls aud octrois al ik e 
ridiculous. 
As a m atter of fact, the 
old wall has been almost completely 
torn down since tho late war. and 
only a few strips of it have bien left 
standing as souvenirs. 
Yet the oc­ 
trois. with their iron gates and tired 
functionaries, remain, and no vehicle 
can pass without being checked. 
W hat was the outskirts of Paris 
when the wall was built is now the

ALL VEHICLES ENTERING PARIS 
MUST BE CHECKED AT 
THE GATES 


(B y United Press) 
Paris, Nov. 21.—Again the gates 
of Paris are threatened and this time 
they are liable to fall. 
Not by a for 
eign foe, as they have been threaten 
ed in history, but by progress and 
common sense, are these celebrated 
portals being attacked. 
A campaign 
has been started to remove the "oc 
troi,” and if it is successful a pie 
turesquo and annoying heritage of 
the middle ages will disappear. 
In the old days, when Paris was 
protected by a stone wall rather than 
an air fleet, the octrois were tile gat/‘s 
and nobody could pass in 
or 
out 
w ithout being examined. 
But six­ 
teen inch guns and automobiles have 
rendered stone walls aud octrois alike 
ridiculous. 
As a m atter of fact, the 
old wall has been almost completely 
torn down since the late w'ar, and 
only a few strips of it have been left 
standing as souvenirs. 
Yet the oc­ 
trois, with their iron gates and tired 
functionaries, remain, and no vehicle 
can pass w ithout being checked. 
W hat was the outskirts of Paris 
when the wall was built is now the 
residential district of 
the 
greater 
city. 
Beyond this circular boundary 
ies a great part of the city, and every 
day thousands of vehicles must pass 
these gates. 
Tile driver of every car 
must stop, measure his gasoline and 
report it to the guard. 
He receives 
slip of paper perm itting Ii im 
to 
pass, and must turn this in when lie 
re-enters. 
This is due to tho fact 
that tribute must be paid on goods 
entering the city. Gasoline is slight­ 
ly cheaper outside than within, and 
that is why all motor vehicles are 
watched. 
Very rarely do the guards 
check up on the declarations of tho 
drivers, hut the tedious 
formality 
must he performed. 
Like Central Park 
Octrois are situated in the Bois de 
Boulogne, and they mean 
exactly 
what a custom* barrier would mean 
Central Park. 
Nobody seems to 
be able to explain why they have 
been maintained, aud the only ex­ 
planation offered is that they have 
lways been there. 
Each has its 
staff of officials, and the question is 
asked, what would become 
of 
a1! 
these functionaries if the posts were 
removed.* The present government 
however, has resolved to remove all 
unnecessary officials, and it may get 
the octrois in the near future. 
One newspaper, campaigning for 
the abolition of the octrois, has made 
nvestigations 
and 
compiled 
some 
amusing figures. 
Last year 15,000,- 
000 motor vehicles passed the city 
posts. 
It is estimated that each driv­ 
er was forced to stop three minutes 
to measure his gasoline and get the 
little slip of paper. 
This means 4 5,- 
000,000 minutes lost, 
or 
750,000 
hours, or eighty-six years. 
Taxes 
collected on goods during this period, 
which might just as well be levied 
at the markets, amounted to about a 
million and a half dollars. 
Figuring 
an eight-hour day, the newspaper 
points out that 93,750 working days 
were required to police the octrois. 
and the pay of these men a n o in te d 
to almost half of the revenue collect­ 
ed. 
Hard on Motorists 
These figures show how antiquated 
is the octroi system, but give* no 
hint of the inconvenience to motor­ 
ists. 
W hatever the weather, or how­ 
ever congested the roads, these stupid 
formalities must be observed. 
/ The 
word "octroi" means city toll. and it 
is true that prices of foodstuff 
are 
very slightly lower outside the gate:-. 
A housewife might pass the bound­ 
ary with five bananas, but if she ba­ 
sin she is subject to tax. 
The sys­ 
tem of putting a levi on all provi­ 
sions entering th? city, though quJUe 
unknown in America, 
prevail.-

“The greatest factor in the prob­ 
lem of safe operation of motor ve­ 
hicles is the ego, personality, indi­ 
vidualism of the operator," Stoeckei 
said. 
“A standard to measure this 
cannot be set. 
But, at least, tests 
of mentally and of proper driving ex­ 
perience can and should be efficient­ 
ly applied before an operator is li­ 
censed and these tests kept applic­ 
able through his or her whole driv­ 
ing period. 
“The license system provides for 
examination of all operators and for 
the discipline and education of ill 


operators while licensed. 
“The examination into fitness is a 
great safeguard for life and property. 
Its proper administration makes it. 
possible for a competent examiner to 
immediately discover any obvious de­ 
fect which the applicant may have. 
to inquire into his mental processes, 
his general intelligence, his ability 
to read and write and 
his 
actual 
ability to run a motor vehicle with 
safety to himself and others.
